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Secretary’s Report 


Lo the Board of Managers and Members of the 
S. F. Nursery for Homeless Children: 


: submit this, the 17th, annual report. During the year 
of 1906, 9 regular and 5 special meetings were held; 


the average attendance at regular meetings being 12 
and at special meetings 138. On April 18th, 59 children were 
being cared for, No words of mine are needed to tell all 
that befell our new home, nor why it became necessary to 
remove the children under our care to other places. Afier 
living in tents for 2 weeks and enduring many hardships, 
it was arranged to place the children remaining with us in 
the Home at Sacramento until we were again in a position 
to receive them. 14 of the 59 were taken by relatives; the 
remaining 45 taken by the Matron to Sacramento on the 
morning of April 30th: of this number 9 found homes; 1 
returned toS. P.C. C; 15 taken by relatives; 21 being 
returned to us on November 19th nearly 7 months after 
their departure. During the month of December, 2 were- 
admitted making our number January Ist, 25. Our hearty 
thanks are due the kind people in Sacramento for the care 
and interest takeu in these children. During this anxious 
time of waiting our faithful and patient Matron lived through 
storm and sunshine close to the shattered building in a 
tent waiting and watching the rebuilding of the home 
which was to again shelter these children who had grown 
dear to her, We can not praise too highly her many noble 
qualities, and we wish to express our great appreciation, 
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That the rebuilding has been accomplished you know but 
just what it meant to shoulder this seeming impossible task 
none know so well as our courageous President. As usual 
undaunted by many obstacles she spurred other laggin& 
spirits. Through her efforts and those of our always kind 
friend Mr, Law, we received from the relief fund $5,000 and 
from other sources $3,250 more, making the sum collected for 
rebuilding purposes $8,250. In visiting the Home one and 
all may see how well and to what purposes the money has 
been expended, though all of this however has not been used 
what remains will be insufficent to put on all finishing 
touches, We feel sure that each member of the Board having 
confidence in the future of this Home will work with redoubld 
€denergy. Nowtothis kind Board I wish to express my 
thanks for many expressions of confidence in me and to 
thank them publicly inthis my 4th report.

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Report of Visiting Pbysician. 


To the Board of Managers and Members of the 
S. F. Nursery for Homeless Children: 


Ladies: 


(HY: report for the past year must of necessity be 
divided into three parts corresponding with three 


periods of time, first from the beginning of the year 
to the time of the earthquake, second, from this date, April 
18th till the departure of the children for Sacramento, and 
third from the time of their return until the close of the year. 

Each of these periods have had their own separate 
conditions, their own manner of living. 

During the first three and a half months the Nursery 
was prosperous and eyerything looked favorable for the 
Home and its inmates; the general health of the children 
was good: the new building was becoming more and more 
arranged to the needs and comfort of the children: the grounds 
were being cleared up and cultivated and while there were 
a few colds and ailments usual to the winter and early 
spring we were delighted to think that the location of the 
Nursery was so well adapted as to decrease the danger of 
illness from surroundings and from climate. 

During that period I made 13 visits in person and 
gave my orders by telephone upon call of matron on 13 
other days, making in all some 70 prescriptions. This rate 
if continued in the same proportion for the remainder of 
the year would have averaged many. less visits and 
prescriptions than in previous years. A stubborn skin 
trouble due to an impoverished system in several of the 
children late admitted was the only trouble outside of a 
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few colds. One death had taken place, suddenly in an 
infant with a meningeal trouble, a tendency to which had 
been noticed since admission, but which had been carefully 
hidden by attendant when brought to me for examination. 
Being summoned early in the morning by the matron the 
child only lived a couple of hours in spite of treatment. 
What shall I say of the second period? No record 
was kept of that time. That there were no fatalities among 
either attendants or children was most remarkable and due 
in great measure to the coolnessand judgment of the matron 
who inspired others. With bricks falling by the hundreds, 
the plaster dropping in masses upon beds and in rooms 
and hall-ways, the rear ends of both wings pulled out 
exposing the rooms to the elements, the whole building 
wrenched and torn asunder, what might be expected but 
injuries and death. My first thought on that eventful day 
after the safety of my own household was of the Nursery 
and its occupants and very early I drove out, to my great 
relief to find not a single one injured but all camped out in 
the yard happy in their escape from the great danger which 
had threatened them. You know of the matron and 
myself driving hurriedly to the Presidio for tents, the 
promised aid, the hourly expected relief only to find too 
late in the day that the tents had been sent elsewhere. 
The matron then rose to the occasion and with all the beds 
removed from the trembling building and arranged along 
the fence, a thin shelter of bed clothing thrown over a 
frame, a scant curtain in front, a strip of carpet for the 
bare feet, tables spread in the open for scanty meals, milk 
supplied by kindly neighbors for the babies, this was the 
way your charges lived for several days, I living in the 
thought of their supposed comfort in warm tents, only to 
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find on the following Sunday the true condition of things, 
the rain soaked bed clothing and the damp garments 
of the children Using all of my influence and by spending 
the live long day at the wharves! obtained five army tents 
which we got out to the Nursery at nine o’clock -at night 
and by spending all the next day in a soaking rain succeeded 
with the help of Mr. Karl Bertz and others in setting up: 
Until the 30th. of April they lived in tents, crowded it is 
true but protected and warm though you nor! will never 
know ali the discomforts nor all the work it meant for the 
matron and her assistants in this trying time. Still under 
it all the health of the children remained fairly good 
though one of the infants developed a bronchitis which as 
[ was not able to see often enough was temporarily sent to 
the Children’s Hospital. 


On April 30th. the children were sent to the Sacramento 
Children’s Home where they were exceedingly well taken 
care of and returned to us November 19th, when we were 
again able to take care of them, the building having been 
thoroughly repaired. 

From that date to the end of the year is but a short 
period in which there have been several cases of colds due 
to the cold weather and the inability to heat the house 
during repairs. 

There is much of interest and many deeds of kindness 
and acts of love during that time subsequent to the earth- 
quake that would be of interest but have no place in this 
report. 

To see our new home in which we put so much hard work 
and viewed with so much pride, thrown to the ground was 
a most saddening and sickening sight but with that 
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unswerving loyalty and confidence which knows no failure 
our President at once set about to find means for repairing. 
That her untiring energy has succeeded, the fact of our 
rehabilitation shows. 

Let us now forget the past even though it has added 
to our financial difficulties, and with our building as good 
as new and once more fresh and clean let us look only to 
the future and with the new year resolve to continue the 
work for mankind and especially for childkind which was 
so rudely interrupted. I as your physician, will endeavor 
to do my share and we will all work together holding up the 
hands of our officers and each one doing his or her part 
without jealousy and without shirking.

We must consider, however, that owing to the great 
disaster which came to our city, it has been possible for us 
to have only four regular meetings this year, held in 
February, March, April and December. In that time we 
have lost by resignation, three active and four associate 
members, but have elected two new active members, making 
a total membership of twenty-nine. 

We had inaugurated a new plan to bring the girls to- 
gether that they might know each other better and make a 
more social time of our meetings, and that was to have a 
luncheon preceed the business. Only one such meeting 
wae held in April. 

During the year we have provided linoleum for the 
dining room and the kitchen, oil cloth for the tables, linen 
for bibs and pillow slipa. 

On Haster morning we supplied ten dozen eggs for the 
children’s customary “egg hunt”, and on the day preceding 
the fire through the kindness of Mr. Chapman, we had a 
special car take forty-four of the little tots on a picnic to 
Ocean View. 

Both Nora Corignaut and George Newsham, who for 
several years we have taken pleasure in providing for, have 
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been adopted 
On Thursday afternoon, December twenty-seventh, the 


children had their Christmas tree in the lowerhall. After 
they had all received their presents they had ice cream, cake 


and candy. 
We hope that there will be nothing to impede our work 


in the coming year, so that we may be of more assistance 


to our worthy Board.
